OTTAWA (CP) — The 
RCAF nine jet interceptor 
squadrons and all its radar 
stations have been placed 
under the operationai con-. 
trol-of North American Air 
Defence Command, it was 
jearned today. - 

Placing of the units under 
NURAD's control follows one 
week after Senate approval of 
the Canada-United States air 
defence agreement, signed in 
Washington May 12. The Com- 
mons. approved the agreement 
earlier. 

IN EFFECT NOW 

It was apparently indefinite 
whether a letter would be sent 
to NORAD by the Canadian 
government formally allocating 
the RCAF units to the com- 


mand, 


However, officials said the 
RCAF squadrons and radar 
stations now are under the el- 
fective operational control of 
NORAD headquarters at Col- 
orado Springs, Colorado, 

Operational control means 
that NORAD, in event of war, 
would direct the over-all air de- 
fence battle but that combat 
command would still be re 
tained by the RCAF. 

NORAD’s main job at the 
present time is to draw up a 
blueprint of air defence. This 
blueprint will take into account 
all kinds of circumstances which 
might attend-an air attack on 
North America. 

in the event of war, NORAD 
would be able to select immedi- 
ately the most appropriate 
parts—of its air_defence plan 
on which to act. 

The nine RCAF squadrons 
are based at Bagotville, Que.; 


|st. Hubert, Que.; Ottawa, North 


Bay, Ont.; Comox, B.C. There 
are two at each station except 
Comox where there is one. 

The radar stations comprive 
those in the Pinetree Line and 
the Mid-Canada chain, The Mid- 
Canada Line is used for warn 
ing only whereas Pintree com 
trols the operation of the inter- 
ceptors. 

There are 17 Canadians serv 
ing at NORAD headquarters, in- 
cluding Air Marshal Ray Sle 
mon who is deputy commander 
of NORAD under Gen. Earle 
Partridge of the U.S. Air Force.
